It laems quita impfobaUa that a vote 6n 
tha bill will ba raaohed for aoma daya yat, aa 
Mr. ABhHMi will to>morrow andaavor tn ob- 
tain tlM floor fair llw oonaidaratioa of apiiro- 
priatton IrfllM which hava liaan acted upon 
by tiia aenate committea A graat daal of 
intereet ia displayed both iaalda and ontaide 
of the reapectiva chambara of oongnaa aa to 
the pro'jable fate of tlia interatato commerce 
bill. 

A reprefxtntativa of the United Press who 
bas made careful inquiries, re}Hirte that Mr. 
Cullom, the geutleman in charge of the bill, 
is the only senator who ia willing to predict 
favorable action. There are a number of 
sen'itoni who say thay think the bill will iiatts, 
but. the titateiaent isi invarialdy (pialifle<i. 
with the phrase: "But thar^ ia notbtug car- 
ta :n alH>iit It." 

Mr. Cullom maintains that were a 
taken to-fJay the bill would have more 
jiorters than it had when deb.it<i b-:;.iii. 
ators Evarts, Aljrich, Teller, I'lute 
Stanford mny Ik* ((noted among tliosu 
cousidxr the resiik uncertain, and the latter 
senator has made what he considers aa fluaa 
a canvHss hs is possible at this time. 

There art- about twelve senators who yet 
dt'sire to sjii'ik on tlie subject, and in view of 
this fact, Mr. Cullotn will d lubtle-ts do no 
more thiiii i i'ijiiest the senate to sit the me/is- 
ure out. nnd an ndjoni iiiiient at the usual 
time to-day w ill pi ob.ilily lie the resiilt. 

Those nio-t iiileri'sted in the aiatter iii- 
cludin;^ those of the third hnu-e, nnd they 
are numerous, are inclined to con^ti ii« .lolay 
in dual action on tliu bill as' unfavurable. 
From all the information that <'an be ob- 
tained, it cannot be predicted with any de- 
gree of ceriniiiiy which way the majority 
will vote, aud this uncertainty will probably 
exist until the roll is called. Tbe iudiuationa 
merely point to a very close vote.

between the up and down tracks to let tbe 
uptown trains pa-sa.
